LASGOW is very busy just now, and has been for 
several months, getting ready for the Internationa 
Exhibition to be held in the city next summer. The 
Exhibition promises to be one of the most important 
held in Great Britain in recent years. The guarantee 

fund of half a-million has been fully subscribed, ап 

the demand for space has been far beyond the limits 
of the Exhibition. The Exhibition will be held оп 
the same site as that of 1888, and will be under 
similar control. The handsome and.extensive buildings, 
which are now in an advanced condition, are being егесіс + 
in Kelvin ‘Grove Park, where the new Fine Art Galleries 
are also being built. "Thése Art Galleries, upon whic 

about £172,000 is being expended, are to form a principa 

part of the Exhibition, and are now almost completed. 
‘The sıte- granted by-the Corporation of Glasgow for 
the Exhibition is one of exceptional beauty and 
convenience. It comprises the western portion 0 

the Park and the  Banhouse Grounds. The river 
Kelvin intersects it at 'various points, and the slopes 
of,¢Gilmorehill, crowned by the University buildings, 
constitute a dignified and appropriate boundary on the 
north. A long reach of the river is to be utilised for 
the exhibition of naval shipbuilding and life-saving 
apparatus, either in motion or stationary. The scope of the 
Exhibition will be wide and general. It is intendedthat it 
should present a full illustration of the produce and 
manufactures of the British Empire, its dependencies, 
dominions, and. colonies, and an adequate representation 
from other countries is.also being arranged. There will 
be an industrial section, fine art, history, archeeolozy, 
locomotion,: and transport, electricity, labour - saving 
machinery, marine engineering, a woman's section, and a 
section devoted to sport. The site of the Exhibition 
extends to sixty-seven acres, and the buildings will cover 
&bout thirteen acres, in addition to the permanent Art 
Galleries. Loans: are being- negotiated for- from’ the 
Tower of London and other. publie sources. - These 
are expected. to. include exhibits from. Her Majesty the 
Queen and the Prince of Wales, and relies of Queen Mary, 
Lady Arabella Stewart, and James I.

HE QUEEN has been pleased to approve the 
appointment of the Earl of Clarendon to be Lord 
Chamberlain, in the room of the Earl of Hope- 
toun, K.T., who goes out to Australia as the first 
Governor- General of the new Commonwealth. 


The Earl of Hopetoun was introduced to the 
Queen's presence on Sept. 21 by Lieutenant-Colonel the 
Right Hon. Sir Fleetwood Edwards, when Her Majesty 
invested him with the insignia of the Order of the Thistle, 
after which he delivered up his Wand and Badge of Office 
as Lord Chamberlain, together with his Badge as Chancellor 
of the Royal Victorian Order. 'The Earl of Hopetoun then 
kissed hands upon his appointment as Governor-General 
of the Commonwealth of Australia. 


The Earl of Clarendon, who succeeds the Earl of 
Hopetoun as Lord Chamberlain, was born in London in 
1846, and succeeded his father, a statesman of some ability, 
in 1870. By that time he was already known as a rising 
man who ad done well at Harrow and better at Cam- 
bridge, and who, after contesting South Warwickshire 
unsuceessfully, had taken his seat in the Commons for 
Brecon when his eall came to the House of Lords. Lord 
Clarendon, who is the owner of Vandykes and of a 
famous ruin—Kenilworth Castle—has done preliminary 
service already as an Aide-de-Camp and Lord-in-Waiting 
tothe Queen. He has been Lord-Lieutenant of Hertford- 
shire sinee 1892, and is a Colonel of the county's Yeomanry

daughter cf the third Earl of Normanton, but was left. a 
widower in 1894.

If Her Majesty is proud of her soldiers, her soldiers, black 
and white alike, are no less proud of the great and gracious 
Queen whose uniform they wear, and ever ready at 
the eall of duty, shoulder to shoulder they go forth to 
fight the battles of the Empire over which she rules.

It is to be hoped that his reward, post- 
poned for a while, will be all the greater when it does come: 
It is certain the civic chair would not be filled by an abler 
or more trustworthy Lord Mayor than Mr. Alderman 
Frank Green, whose handsome daughter is an accomplished 
poetess. 


Our New Minister in China.—Sir Ernest Mason 
Satow, who is to sueceed Sir Claude MacDonald as British 
Minister at Peking, has 
had a varied experience of 
the ways of the dwellers in 
the East. For over thirty- 
nine years he has been in 
the Diplomatic Service, the 
greater portion of his time 
being spent in the Orient. 
Sir Ernest was born in 
1843. After taking his 
B.A. degree at .London 
University, he entered the 
Queen's service abroad in 
August 1861, as a student- 
interpreter in Japan. 
Young Satow had only 
been a couple of years in 
the country when the 
troubles arose which cul- 
minated with the battle of

Kagosima in September 
1863, and the bombard- 


ment of Shimonoseki a 
twelvemonth later. At both 
these engagements Mr. 
Satow was present in his 
capacity of interpreter. 
From that period until 
1876 he remained in Japan, 
and in the latter year was 
appointed Second Secre- 
tary at the Legation in 
Yedo, which at the time was the seat of the Japanese 
Government. In 1885 Mr. Satow was made a C.M.G., 
and having ascended various rungs of the Diplomatic 
ladder, was sent in January 1884 to Bangkok as British 
Agent and Consul-General, receiving promotion to the 
rank of Minister-Resident a year later. In 1888 he went to 
Monte Video as British Minister, and in 1895 was selected 
as the Queen's representative in Morocco, but two years 
afterwards was transferred to Tokio, receiving about the 
same time his K.C.M.G. Sir Claude MacDonald and 
Sir Ernest M. Satow now virtually exchange posts.

familiar, for he is an ardent supporter of all forms of out- 
door recreations. 


The Unionist Helmsman is Mr. R. W. E. 
Middleton, whose work for his party has made his name 
a household one. There 
are many people who per- 
sist in designating him 
"Captain" Middleton, 
which is not correct. It is 
true in his youthful days 
he was attached to the 
Navy.

always to keep in touch with the roots. But to do this, vine 


borders must not be erippled with anything but the vines, | 


and they must, from the first, be well nourished by top- 
dressings on the surface. There are those among us who 
believe only in farmyard manure. When judiciously used, 
farmyard manure may be well enough, but the grape-vine 
wants something besides—-something which acts in a brisker 
manner and that does not clog up the pores of the soil. 
This can only be obtained by using some of the artificials. 
A change of diet is beneficial. A mixture of bone-meal 
and soot is stimulating, lasting, and cheap. Peruvian 
guano, when genuine, is very well for once or twice; but 
1f à dressing of guano is given in the spring, this should be 
followed up with a dressing of the patent silicate manure.
